except they be ſent; therefore, O Lord, raiſe up

and dodtrine only ſeek thy glory Contrarily, con- 
found Satan and Antichriſt, with all hirelings,

And be- 
cauſe, O Lord, we be fallen into the latter days

edneſs, and ungodly behaviour towards thee : and 
whereas we cannot of. our felves purchaſe thy par- 
don, yet we humbly beſeech thee for Jeſus Chriſts 
ſake, to ſhew thy mercies upon us. and receive 
us again to thy favour, ' Grant us, dear Father, 
theſe our requeſts, and all other things. neceſſary 
for us and thy whole Church, according to thy 
promiſe in Jeſus Chrift our Lord : In whoſe name 
we belſeech thee as he hath taught us, faying, 


Our Father which art, &Cc. 
O Lord God, Father everlaſting, and full of 
pity, we acknowledge and confeſs that we 
be not worthy to lift up our eyes to heaven, much 
leſs to preſent our ſelyes before thy Majefty with 
confidence that thou wilt hear our prayers, and 
grant our requeſts, if we conſider our own deſer- 
vings ; for our conſciences do accuſe us, and our 
lins do witneſs againſt us, and we know that. thou 
art an upright Judge, which doſt not juſtifie the 
ſinners and wicked men, hut, puniſhelſt the faults 
of all ſuch as tranſgre(s thy commandments : yer, 
moſt merciful Father, ſince jt hath pleaſed thee to 
command us to call on theg in all our troubles and 
adyerſities, promiſing eventhen to help us, whan 
we feel our ſelyes as it were ſwallowed yp of death 
and deſperation ; we ytterly renounce ll worldly 
confidence, and flie to thy ſovereign bounty as our 
only ſtay and refuge : beſeeching thee not to call 
to remembrance our manifold ſins and wickedneſs, 
whereby we continually provoke thy wrath and in- 
dignation againſt us; neither our negligence and 
unkindneſs, which have neither worthily eſteem-

 AConfeſſion of the Chriſtian Faith, 


Believe and confeſs my Lord God eternal, infi- 
nite, unmeaſurable, incomprehenſible, and in- 
viſible, one in ſubſtance, and three in perſon, Fa- 
ther, Son, and Holy Ghoſt : who by his Almigh- 


ty power and wiſdom, hath not only of nothing, 


created Heaven and Earth, .and all things therein 
contained, and man after his own image, that he 
might in him be glorified ; but alſo by his fatherly 
Providence governeth, maintaineth, and ,preſer- 
veth the ſame according to the pyrpoſe of his 
will. 

E believe alſo and confeſs Jeſus Chriſt the only 
Saviour and Meſſias : who being equal with God, 
made himſelf of no reputation, but took on him 
the ſhape of a Servant, and became man 1n all 
things likeunto us, except ſin, to aſſure us of mer- 
ey and forgiveneſs. For when through our Father 
Adam's tranſgreſſion, we were become Children of 
perdition, there was no means to bring us from the 
yoke of fin and damnation, but only Jeſus Chriſt 
our Lord; who giving us that by grace, which 
was his by nature, made us through faith the Chil- 
dren of God : Who when the fulneſs of time 
was come, was conceived by the power of the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, born of the Virgin Mary according to 
the Fleſh, and preached_in Earth the Goſpel of 
falvation : till at length by tyranny of the Prieſts, 
he was guiltleſs condemned under Pontius Pilate 
then Preſident of Jewry , and moſt ſlanderouſly 
hanged on the Croſs between two Thieves, as a 
notorious Treſpaſler, where taking upon him the 
puniſhment of our ſins, he delivered us from the 
curſe of the Law. And ſoraſmuch as he being on- 
ly God could not feel death, neither being only 


man could overcome death ; he joyned both toge- 


ther, and ſuffered his humanity to be ' puniſhed 
with moſt cruel death, feeling in himſelf the anger 
and ſevere judgment-of God, even as he had been 
in extreme torments of Hell, and therefore cryed 
witha loud voice, 2y God, my God, why haſt thou 
' forſaken me ? Thus of his mercy without compul- 
ſion, he offered up himſelf as the only Sacrifice 
to purge the ſins of all the World : So that all 0- 
ther Sacrifices for fin are blaſphemous, and dero- 


gate from the ſufficiency hereof. Which death

For as. by his death ſin was taken away, ſo our 
righteouſneſs was -reſtored by | his  reſurreQion.. 
And becauſe he would accompliſh all things, and 
take:poſleſſion for usin his Kingdom,. he aſcended . 
into:Heaven to: enlarge. the ſame Kingdom by the 
abundant power. of his Spirit, by whom we are 


- moſt aſſured of his contitwal interceſſion towards 


God the Father for us. And although he bein 
Heaven as touching his corporal preſence, where 


' the Father hath now ſet himart his right hand, com-: 


mittingunto him theadminiſtration of all thingsas- 
well.in Heaven above as in the Earth beneath, yet is. 
he prefent with us his Members, even tothe end of 
the World, in preſerving and governing us with 
tis effeCtual power and grace : Who, when all 
things are fulfilled which God hath ſpoken by the 
mouth of all his Prophets ſince the World began, 
will come in the ſame viſible form in the which he 
alcended, with an unſpeakable Majeſty , Power, 
and Company, to ſeparate the Lambs from the 
Goats, the Elect from the Reprobate : ſo that 
none whether he be alive then, or dead before, 
ſhall eſcape his judgment. : 15 5; 

. Moreover, I belieyeand confeſs the Holy Ghoſt, 
God equal with the Father and the Son ; who re- 
generateth and ſanCtifieth us, ruleth and guideth 
us unto all truth, perſwading molt afſuredly in our

which (as Members of Jeſus Chriſt the only Head 
thereof) conſent in faith, hope, and charity, u- 
ling the gifts of God, whether they be temporal 
or ſpiritual, to the profit and furtherance of the 
ſame. Which Church is not feen to mans eye, 
but only known to God : who of the loſt Sons of 
Adam hath ordained ſome as Veſſels of wrath to 
damnation, and hath choſen others as Veſſels of 
his mercy to be faved ; the which in due time he 
calleth to integrity of life, and godly converſati- 
vageo make them a glorious Church in himſelf. 
Bufthat Church which is viſible and feen to the 
eye, hath three tokens and marks whereby it may 
be known. Firſt, The word of God contained in 
the Old and New Teſtament : Which as it is a- 
bove the authority of the ſame Church, and only 
{ſufficient to inſtrudt us in all things concerning f(al- 
vation; fo is itleft for all degrees of men, to read 
and underſtand. For without this word, neither 
Church , Council, nor Decree can eſtabliſh any 

Point touching ſalvation. The ſecond is the holy 
Sacraments, to wit, of Baptiſm, and the Lords. 
Supper. Which Sacraments Chrilt hath left un- 
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rg us as holy ſigns and ſeals of his promiſes. . For 
as by Baptiſm once received, is ſignified, that we ' 


(as well Infants, as others of age and diſcretion) 
being Strangers from God by original ſin, are re- 
ceived into his Family and Congregation, with fall 


aſſurance that although this root of fin Iye hid in 


us, yet to the EleCt it ſhall not be imputed : ſothe 
Supper declareth, that God as a molt provident 
Father doth not only feed our Bodies, but alſo ſpi- 


ritually nouriſheth our Souls with the graces and 
benefits of Jeſus Chriſt, which' the Scripture cal- 


leth eating of his fleſh and drinking of his bloud. 
Neither mnſt wein the adminiſtration of theſe Sa- 
craments follow mans fantaſie ; but as Chriſt him- 
ſelf hath ordained, ſo muſt they be miniſtred, and 


by ſuch as by ordinary vocation are thereunto cal- 


led. Therefore whoſoever reſerveth and wor- 
ſhippeth theſe Sacraments, or contrariwiſe con- 
temneth them in time and place, procureth tohim- 
ſelf damnation. The third mark of this Church is 
Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline; which ſtandeth in ad- 
monition, and correction of faults. The final end 
whereof is Excommunication by the conſent of 
the Church determined, if the Offender be obſti- 
nate. And beſides this Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline, I 
acknowledg to belong to this Church a Politick 
Magiſtrate, who miniſtreth to every man juſtice, 
defending the good, and puniſhing the evil; to 
whom we muſt render honour and obedience in all 
things whichare not contraryto-the word of God, 


Rulers purged the Church of God from ſuperſti: 
tion and: idolatry : fo: the defence of Chriſts 
Church appertaineth to Chriſtian Magiſtrates, a- 
gainſt all Idolaters and Hereticks, as Papiſts, A+ 


 nabaptiſts, with ſuch like Limbs of Antichriſt, to 


root out all Doctrine of Devils and men, as the 
Maſs, Purgatory, Limbus Parrwn, Prayers to Saints, 
and for the dead, free-will, diſtin&tion of Meats, 
Apparel and Days, Vows of ſingle life, Preſence 
at Idol-ſervice , mans merits., with ſuch like, 
which draw us from the Society of Chriſts Church 
wherein ſtandeth only remiſſion of ſins, purchaſed 
by Chrifts bloud to all them that believe, whether 
they be Jews or Gentiles, and lead usto a vain con- 
fidence in Creatures, and truſt in our own imagi- 
nations. The puniſhment whereof although God 
oftentimes deferreth in this life, yet after the pe- 
neral reſurre&tion, when our ſouls and bodies ſhall 
riſe again to immortality, they ſhall be damned to 
unquenchable fire : and then we which have forſa- 
ken all mens wiſdom to cleave unto Chriſt, ſhall 
hear the joyful voice, Come ye bleſſed of my Father, 
inherit the Kingdom prepared for you from the begin= 


ning of the World ;, andſo ſhall go triumphing with 


him in body and ſoul toremain everlaſtingly in glo- 
ry, where we ſhall ſee God face to face, and ſhall 
no moreneed to inſtruct one another ; we ſhall all 
know him from the higheſt to the loweſt. To 
whom with the Son and the Holy Ghoſt, be all 
praiſe, honour, and glory, now and eyer. $0 


And as Moſes, Ezechias, Joſtas, and other good beit. 
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
